WasnixoToN, April 8. —In the House
this morning after routine business the
river and harbor appropriation bill was
reported by Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana,
and piaced upon the calendar.

eombination into the administration of the
tarift law, the extent of which could not
even be guessed at.

No Justification for the BilL

This was a sectional bill, and one which
2o man counld justify on nay sound principle
of tariff legislation. It kept duty on iren
ore, on coal and on pig iron, but proposed
to make free the finished product. The mw
material was loaded with duty, the finished
produet was made free. The bill was a
direet blow at existing American indus-
tries, It was a proposition to close the
boop and bang mills of this country.
